ROME, April 4.—(UN)—Queen 
Victoria, of Sweden, died at 7 o'clock 
tonight in a Roman villa she had oc- 
cupied for her health. She was 67 
years old. Much of. her life had 
been spent in traveling in search of a

chial catarrhs, and in the 22 years 
since her coronation her health was 
always a matter of genuine concern 


‘in Sweden. 


The queen died peacefully, in the 
presence of King Gustav and Princess 
Ingrid, her 20-year-old granddaughter. 


| She had been kept alive many months 
after her illness grew grave, but was 
| no longer able to muster strength even 
with the aid of injections. 


Dr. Axel Munthe, Swedish court 


_physician, announced that death fol- 
lowed cardiac paralysis. 


Her heart 
had failed under the strain of her 
ailment. 

The physician informed King Gus- 
tav early today that the queen’s con- 
dition was hopeless. A drastic turn 
for the worse was registered during 
the forenoon, and the monarch, dress- 
ed in a plain civilian suit, remained 
constantly at the bedside. 

At 3:30 p. m., however, on the advice 
oi the physician, the king, his second 
son, Prince William, and Princess In- 
grid went for a stroll in Vinco gar- 
dens. They returned to the villa at 
4 p. m., when a crisis was developing. 
They hurried to the bedside and were 
recognized by the dying queen, who 
then lapsed into a final coma. 

Flags were flown at half-mast over 
the villa and the Swedish legation as 
soon as death occurred, and King 
Gustav. telephoned Crown Prince Gus- 
tavus Adolphus at Stockholm. A

5d-Hour Week for Day 
Workers Is Adopted by 
Georgia Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 


The Georgia Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association Friday afternoon unani- 
mously adopted the principle of a 
shorter work week for cotton mill 
operatives when, without a dissenting 
vote, it went on record as favoring a 
55-hour week for day workers and 
50-hour week for operatives engaged 
in night work. 

In a resolution offered by Hatton 
Lovejoy, of LaGrange, the shorter 
week was recommended as a remedy 
to overproduction and overemploy- 
ment and as a means of eliminating 
excessive overtime hours which, it 
was claimed, result in an unbalanced 
ratio of employment throughout tex- 
tile areas. 

Ge -ge A. Sloan, of New York, 
president of the Cotton Textile Insti- 


tute, made an impassioned plea for 
adoption of the resolution providing 
for shorter working hours on a yolun- 
tary basis by mill owners, declaring 
that it was by far the “most mo- 
mentous proposition ever to come be- 
fore the textile industry in the United 
States.” Mr. Sloan declared that he 
had conferred with textile executives 
in every section of the industry and 
that he was convinced that the lead- 
ers in the industry were sincere in 
their efforts to co- perate with ad- 
ministration leaders in the govern- 
ment in bringing about a voluntary 
re-adjustment of employment hours as 
one means of solving both the~- prob- 
lem of unemployment and that of 
overproduction,

All Hope of 5-Power 
Agreement Blasted — 3

LONDON, April 4.—(4)—Having 
achieved their major objectives at the 


London conference in an American- 
British-Japanese naval agreement, 
Colonel Henry I Stimson and the 
rest of the American delegation today 
reserved cabins on the Leviathan for 
the homeward journey April 22. 

Hope for a five-power agreement is 
being abandoned and the belief is 
that the conference cannot last longer 
than that date. It is understood that 
the American-British-Japanese agree- 
ment will cover a five-year period 
from the expiration of the Washing- 
ton disarmament treaty in 1931. 

Announcement that the Americans 
were preparing to buy their steamer 
tickets came during one of the tensest 
days of the conference and indica- 
tions tonigh: are that a crisis exists 
which may end the many crises of the 
London conference. 

France and Italy are as tightly 
deadlocked as ever over parity and 
Prime Minister MacDonald of Great 
Britain is making strenuous efforts 
to save the situation. And the Anglo- 
French security formula still eludes 
Foreign Secretary Henderson of Great 
Britain and Foreign Minister Briand 
of France, who are diligently hunt- 
ing for it.

OKLAHOMA CITY, April 4.— 
(UN)—The giant Mary Sudik well, | 
“wild” gusher of the South City field, 
was brought under control late today 
when a 3,000-pound cone was strapped 
over its mouth controlling the flow of 
oil and gas. 

The well was brought into submis- 
sion shortly after 6 o’clock after) 


workmen, laboring in heavy rubber 
suits and trench helmets, ear muffs 
and goggles, had strapped the steel 
cone to the base of the well. A partial 
stoppage of the flow was made at 3 
o’clock, but later the geyser became 
active, tearing the cap loose and 
knocking men from the platforms and 
from the derrick. 
Similar Cap Blown. 

How long the well will remain: un- 
der control was not known, but Pat 
Sutton, superintendent of Indian Ter- 
ritory Illumination Oil Company own- 
ers of the well, believed the cone was 
firmly attached ang ordered only a 
skeleton crew to remain in the field 
during the night. A similar cap placed 
early this week was torn to, pieces 
when the geyser suddenly became ac- 
tive an hour later. 

At dawn tomorrow workmen will 
finish their task of locking the cone 
to the well base. If the pressure still 
is high, mud will be shot into the well 
by drillers in a final effort to lower 
the gil and gas pressure. 

e cap, known to oil men as a 
“shafter gate,” but commonly called a 
Christmas tree because of its appear- 
ance, was lashed to the well base 
with steel cables and then tied to the 
derrick. | 

From the top of the cone a six-| 
inch pipe extended and in this pipe 
was located a series.of valves which

GEORGIA FINANCE 
MELTING CALLED 


Leaders of .Both Houses 
To Confer With Gover- 
nor Today. 


Leaders of both houses of the state 
legislature will meet this morning in 
the office of Governor L, G. Hardman 
to confer with the chief executive, ac- 
cording to authentic reports, on the 
financial situation of the state. 

Governor Hardman, it is said, is 
confronted with the alternative of 
calling either an extra session of the 
legislature or of borrowing additional 
funds with which to meet the crisis 
in the school system. 

Under his discretionary power to 
borrow as much as $3,500, for 
educational purposes, he has a present 
borrowing power of $2,500,000. The 
only indebtedness under this authority 
is the $1,000,000 loan obtained 
March 1. 

The governor has not exercised this 
power to its limit, it is said, be- 
eause of objections to paying interest 
on the funds used for the operation of 
a state department. Those familiar 
with state capitol affairs point out 
that as the financial situation nears 
its crisis, the payments of interest 
would be substantially less than the 
cost of an extra session. 

No official announcement of the 
meeting has been made at the execu- 
tive office. But it is known that those 
invited include the chairmen and vice 
chairmen of the house committees. on 
ways and means and appropriations, 
and the senate committee on finance. 

The purpose of the conference, ac- 
cording to reports, is that the chief 
executive may obtain advice » 
on legislative leaders.

Many of us easily remember when 
cheese was mostly served with pie, 
or casually nibbled as a luncheon 
snack, But -now it is recognized as 
one of our really important foods, 
partly through increased knowledge 
as to its value, partly through im- 
rough 
extensive advertising. Plain grocery 
store cheese must look with astonish- 
ment at all its aristocratic relatives, 
domestic and foreign, in bulk, cartons 
and “fancy packages. The variety is 
amazing and every taste can be grati- 
fied. Instead of occupying a lowly 
corner in the menu, it has a definite 
place in every course, 


Dainty appetizers. include snappy 
cheese wafers, savory cheese sand- 
wiches and crisp celery filled with 
cheese. Strips of rye or wheat. bread 
spread with cream cheese, accompany 
assorted hors’d’oeuvres and sea fo 
savories. With the soup course, crisp 
cheese strips, or toasted bread or 
twists of roll dough, are often served, 
or cheese-covered crackers browned in 
the oven. Parmesan eheese is passed 
with special soups, particularly the 
onion-flayored, or any bland cream 
soup. 

The onion soups are best when the 
sliced onion is first slowly cooked in 
butter, but not browned. Ahis may 
be added to hot thickened milk, stirred 
until, well blended, then 
through a puree sieve end finished 
with cheese. For brown soup, the 
saute’d onion in generous quantities 
is simmered in beef stock and served 
with a thick slice of toast, preferably 
made of Frerich bread, on each por- 
tion. Cheese is sprinkled heavily over 
the toast, then the slices are placed 
under the broiler or in a hot oven to 
melt the cheese before serving. When 
heatproof dishes are available the 
cheese-covered bread is placed on each 
portion of hot soup before it is toast- 
ed. This is a hearty dish shown on 
menus a8 onion soup au gratin, and 
when well made is worth the price 
charged. 

In the fish course a cheese sauce 
often enriches steamed finnan haddie, 
baked halibut and other varieties of 
sea f Crab meat Delmonico de- 
pends upon sharp cheese such as well- 
aged Herkimer, for its popularity. It 
is simply a combination of choice 
crab meat in a creamy sherry-flavored 
white sauce. This is placed in shal- 
low individual bakers, covered thickly 
with cheese and browned in a hot 
oven, 


Brown bread sandwiches, moist and 
buttery, with assorted olives, com- 
plete a satisfying luncheon course, 
Toasted brown bread with cheese sauce 
makes a hearty home luncheon dish. 

Egg and cheese combinations are 
apparently endless. Grated cheese is 
sprinkled in and over omelets, on 
shirred or scrambled eggs. It is add- 
ed to the sauce for poached or hard 
cooked eggs, chopped or sliced. The 
mashed yolk of hard cooked eggs is 
combined with cheese and a savory 
table sauce for stuffed eggs. These 
in turn may be served hot with deli- 
cate chicken gravy, tomato sauce or 
a border of buttered spinach. ‘Toast 
spread with cheese sandwich filling 
makes a pleasant restirg place for 
poached eggs. Hollowed out tomatoes 
or scalded green pepper halves are 
agreeable containers for baked eggs. 
A little cream on top makes, for per- 
fection. Cheese timbales are easy to 
make and attractive to serve. A 
custard of one cup of milk, three or 
four eggs, according to size, and sea- 
soning of salt, pepper, onion juice 
and minced parsley is poured into 
small buttered molds and steamed or 
baked in a pan of water, with moder- 
ate heat. Cheese may be added to the 
custard or*to the sauce served 
around it. 

One of the simplest cheese dishes 
which well supplements a light meal 
is sort of.a savory bread pudding. 
The layers of buttered bread are fit- 
ted into a baking dish with crumbled 
cheese over each, also a sprinkle .of 
salt and cayenne, then the dish is 
filled with beaten egg and milk and 
baked until puffy and brown. 


about right and it is well to let it 
stand awhile before baking if the 
bread is dry. Crusts should be re- 
moved and slices cut into small pieces 
to fit the dish. For luncheon you will 
like this hot savory with a green 
salad, or you may prefer a thin cream 
sauce seasoned with a bit of mustard 
and Worcester and enriched with 
beaten egg yolks; this to be poured 
over hot slices of toast. 

Perhaps you have added _ grated 
cheese to your biscuit dough or placed 
slivers of chese on your muffin be- 
fore baking. If you are an expert at 
making cream puffs you will like to 
try adding cheese to the hot batter, 
using the sams amount as flour. They 
should be shaped small on the baking 
sheet and filled with salted whipped 
cream flavored with Parmesan at serv- 
ing time. Or they may be dropped 
into deep fat as fritters and served 
warm with green salads. 

A delicate hot cheese dish consists 
of a thick white sauce (two table- 
spoons of butter and four of flour 
to a cup of milky with two beaten 
eggs and seasonings. This is poured 
into a buttered mold and steamed 20 
minutes, then served with bacon curls 
or fried tomatoes. 

Cheese with vegetables offers much 
variation. A cheese cream sauce goes 
well with hot asparagus, artichokes, 
Brussels sprouts, celery, cabbage, cau- 
liflower, onions, spinach and baked 
tomatoes.

the nourishment that they supply in 
so pleasant and’ readily available a 
form, but for their equally important 
‘function of stimulating appetite a 
assisting digestion do dietitians rank 
soups highly. So eminent a scientist 
as Liebig has said: “Meat extract 
cannot make us‘strong, but it makes 
us aware of our strength.” In their 
standard work, “Nutrition and Clini- 
cal Dietetics,” Drs. Carter, Howe and 
Mason give credit to soup for putting 
“a tired diner ‘into a state of mind 
and body to utilize the thousand or 
more (calories) which follow it.” 

In Dr. William FE. Fitch’s “Die- 
totherapy” it says; “The recent ex- 
pertmenhts of Pavlov have shown that 
they (soups) are the most forceful 
excitants of gastric secretion that we 
possess. They are thus eminently cal- 
etlated to rouse appetite and aid di- 
gestion of any food with which they 
may be taken.” 

While soups are assuming daily 
greater and greater importance in the 
diet of the American household, they 
have been for years a regular staple 
in the old world cuisine. Alexander 
Dumas, the famous French novelist, in 
his “Grand Dietionnaire de Cuisine,” 
attributed the superiority of French 
cooking to the . excellence of their 
bouillon. Another French writer, 
Ferdinand Grandi, devoted an entire 
book to soups, in which he lists 700 
recipes. 

Not only are soups highly regarded 
as an invaluable accessory towards 
maintaining a properly balance diet 
and good digestion, but they are be-

No industry ean prosper which 
considers only its own interests,” 
Judge Gilbert told the cotton manu- 
facturers at the morning session. 

“The whole business structure of 
our couhtry must be considered to- 
gether,” he said. “The wild scramble 
of Selfish, individual interests for su- 
perior advantages in the tariff laws 
enacted in Washington is very largely 
the cause of the distress to the less 
favored interests. It behooves every 
manufacturer, therefore, as well as 
every stockholder, to interest himself 
in publie affairs. 

“It must be an informed interest. 
No amount of interest, and no amount 
of participation in public affairs will 
accomplish desirable results, or aid in 
bringing” about desirable results un- 
less it is a broadly informed inter- 
est and so broadly informed that it 
will have unselfish regard for every 
other interest. We are allisharehold- 
ers in our government—we share in 
its benefits and as well in its bur- 
dens. 

“The voter who records his wishes 
in the ballot box merely because of 
some prejudice or ignorance or indif- 
ference will add nothing to the sum 
total of good government,” Judge Gil-

| Textile’s Adversities. 


Touching upon the adversities which 
have befallen the textile industry, 
Judge Gilbert said: 

“The World War closed in the wild 
orgy of money-making. mingly 
everybody was getting rich in one way 
for another. e farmer and the 
textile manufacturer blossomed as if 
they had been touched with a magic 
wand. Cotton manufacturers were 
paying to the government excess profit 
taxes so stupendous that at the pres- 
ent day they sound like fairy tales. 

“The farmers,” he continued, “were 
touching life only in high places. These 
conditions naturally could not continue 
indefinitely... Unsettled conditions pre- 
vailed for many months while poli- 
ficians schemed in an endeayor to 
agree upon terms of the peace treaty. 
Only recently has the United States 
succeeded in agreeing upon a settle- 
ment with the European nations as 
to the terms of payment and amounts 
of their indebtedness contracted dur- 
ing and immediately after the war. 

Pointing out other ill effects of the 
post-war period, which within the past 
few years Judge Gilbert says has 
brought sharp attacks on the funda- 
mental principles of government and 
the Christian religion, he turned to 
the advent of the machine age. 

New Problems Develop. 

“Quantity production—the merging 
of many small business concerns into 
larger ones, direct buying and selling, 
all these things have brought about 
new problems. The small merchant 
is struggling for his business life. The 
intermediate agencies, the middleman, 
are passing away. The advisability or 
justification of these new methods lie 
entirely without the limitations of the 
present discussion. 

“Notwithstanding all these things,” 
Judge Gilbert declared, “American 
business as a whole seems sound. 
American businessmen, with high and 
lofty ideals and commanding ability, 
seem plentiful and what is more im- 
portant they seem able to surmount 
most difficulties and obstacles and to 
do so in a manner that is fair and 
broad-minded. As a whole, it seems 
to me that the standards of our great 
business leaders of the present age are 
conspicuously higher than was the 
standard a generation ago. 

“Under such leadership as we now 
have,” he added, “despite many ad- 
yerse conditions, and despite the great 
stock market debacle of 1929, most 
lines of business are advancing stead- 
ily to new high ground. A few are 
not advancing, or are experiencing a 
difficult struggle.” 

Turning then to the extile industry 
and its relation to Georgia, Judge Gil- 
bert said: 

“T have obtained taany' valuable 
statistics throuch the courtesy of your 
secretary, Mr. Forbes.

“From what is said above it is 
manifest that cotton production and 
cotton manufacture is so vastly im- 
portant that it must and will chal- 
lenge the best brains of. the republic 
to make the industry profitable. 

“Certainly the  edtton-producing 
states and the cotton-manufacturing 
states cannot continue to exist in a 
state of progress and contentment un- 
less a solution is found to the prob- 
lems. The efforts of the wills and 
associations to find new uses for cot- 
ton and to reach new standards of 
efficiency should go forward to the 
limit of their powers.”

DUODENAL ULCER.

Thus, of one series of 556 cases. of 
peptic ulcer 395 were duodenal and 
only 161 gastric. So it’s a bit old- 
fashioned to have your ulcer in the 
first stomach now. 

Pain in the stomach region was a 
chief complaint in 461 of the 556 cases. 
In 308 cases the pain came on at a 
fairly regular interval after meals, 


and the length of this interval gave | 


no indication of the situation of the 
ulcer, that is, the pain might begin 
shortly after meals or not until two 
or three hours after meals, whether 
the ulcer was in the stomach or in 
the duodenum. 

The pain was relieved in 385 cases 
by taking fod; in 394 cas~s by a dose 
of alkali; in 48 cases by pressure or 
heat over the epigastrium; in 142 
cases by vomiting; in 140 cases by 
belching. By the way “gas” was a 
prominent complaint of 392 of these 
ulcer patients. (And I still main- 
tain that “gas” in iteslf is never a 
sufficient explanation efor pain or 
i 4 distress calling for medical re- 
ief.

Politics Poisons the Fountains. 


It seems to be generally conceded 
by expert authorities that the poison 
in the fountains of justice is injected 
by the political status that has been 
given to the judiciary in most of the 
states. 


There can scarcely be conceived 
anything in government more baneful 
than turning the ministers of justice 
over to the caprices and prejudices 
of the polling booth mobs. Wherever 
it has been done it has proven derog- 
atory to the courts and a positive 
curse to the judges, who are com- 
pelled to curry th favor of the voters 
and be extremely sensitive to the pres- 
sure of public sentiment, however 
wrong, extravagant, or temporary .in 
vehemence. 

Not only that, but primary and 
regular elections involve the judges, 
or those who are interested in having 
them on the bench, in large campaign 
expenses—expenses which in many in- 
stances are pot requited by the short 
terms for which the judges are chosen

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RESULTS OF COTTON 
CONTEST REVEALED 


428 Farmers Submit Reports 
to State College of 
Agriculture. 


' 


ATHENS, Ga., April 4.—(/)—E. 
C. Westbrook, extension agronomist 
of the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture has announced final results of 
the five-acre cotton raising contest 
coducted by the college in 1929. 

In all there were 1,213 farmers rep- 
resented from 74 counties, he said, 
of which number 428 submitted com- 
plete reports. The average yield per 


acre of these 428 farmers vas 44° 
pounds of lint cotton with an average 
profit of $33.57 per acre. Produe- 
tion costs were 9 9-10 cents per pound 
of lint. 

“The reports were grouped according 
to yield of lint cotton per acre,” says 
Mr. Westbrook, “and the profit per 
acre and the cost of production per 
pound of lint computed. 

_“These records show that 18 of 
the farmers had completed the con- 
test with a yield of 800 to 1,057 
pounds of lint cotton per acre, a profit 
of $91.08 per acre and a production 
cost of 7 cents per pound of lint. 

“Twenty contestants had a_ yield 
of 700 to 800 pounds of lint, a profit 
of $73.86, and production cost of 7 1-2 
cents. 

“Thirty-three had yields of 600 to 

pounds of lint, a profit of $59.14 
per acre and a production cost of 
8 1-3 cents per pound of lint. 

“Seventy-four had a yield of 500 
to 600 pounds per acre, a_ profit -of 
$46.85 per acre, and production cost 
of 9 8-10 cents per pound of lint. 

“Ninety-five had yield of 400 to 
500 pounds per acre, an average profit 
of $34.76 per acre, and production 
cost of 9 8-10 per pound of lint. 

“One hundred and one had a yield 
of 300 to 400 pounds per acre, a 
profit of $23.32 per acre, and produc- 
tion cost of 11 cents. 

“Fifty-three had a yield of 200 to 
000 pounds of lint per acre, a profit 
of $7.90 per acre, and production cost 
of 14 7-10 per pound of lint. 

“Thirty-four had a yield of 200 
pounds of lint and less with a pro- 


duction cost of 22 1-2 cents per pound 
of lint and showed a loss of $7.20 


per acre, 


While the acre cost of production 
was much larger for the larger yields, 
the cost of production per™pound of 
lint was much less, Mr. Westbrook 
said. He also pointed out that the 
average amount of fertilizer used was 
492 pounds, as compared with 260 
pounds as the average for the state. 

The most common amount of fer- 
tilizer used by the contestants was 
500 to 800. pounds of mixed fertilizer 
per acre, the records show. This was 
usually supplemented at chopping 
time with a side dressing of nitrate 
of soda or some other quick acting 
nitrogen. 

The five-acre contest will be con- 
ducted again this year. Mr. Westbrook 
said, adding that the farmers who are 
interested should enroll with their 
county agents at once.

Value of Feed “at Home 
Stressed by Professor 
F. W. Bennett. 


ATHENS, Ga., April 4.—(#)—Eco- 
nomical feeding- is essential to prof- 
itable and satisfactory growth of the 
dairy industry in Georgia, Professor 
Frederick W. Bennett, of the animal 
husbandry division of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, here believes. 


“The economy of feeding can be} 


improved by growing more feed at 
home,” says Professor Bennett. “When 
feed is shipped to Georgia from the 
west the delivered cost is at least 
twice as much as the western farmer 
received for growing it. The trans- 

rtation cost on the dairy products 
which could be produced from the feed 
would be very small in comparison 
with the freight on feed. 

“Tt ig therefore very evident that 
the Georgia dairyman using wesfern 
feeds, or other foods at correspond- 
ing prices, is working at a serious 
disadvantage as compared with the 
western farmer even in supplying our 
local markets with dairy products.” 

“The balancing of rations and feed- 
ing in proper amounts will also lower 
the cost of feed in proportion to the 
yield of milk and butterfat,” © says 
Professor Bennett. 

“Dry cows, as well as cows in milk, 
should always be fed all the rough- 
age they will eat and some concen- 
trates if necessary to get them in good 
condition at freshening time,” he 
says. After calving, roughage and a 
little wheat bran should be fed for 
three or four days. A small amount 
of the regular concentrate mixture 
may given and the amount in- 
creased until one pound of concen- 
trates is being fed for each three 
pounds of milk produced, 

'“A minimum of three tons of hay, 
or one and one-half tons of hay and 
four to five tons of silage or green 
feed, and 1,500 to 2,000 pounds of 
concentrates is. required to properly 
feed a dairy cow for a year.”

Bennett Battle Ross, 65, dean of the, 
College of Sciences of Alavama Poly- | 
technie Institute, Auburn, Ala., and | 
state chemist for Alabama since 18953, 
died here today from heart ailments 
and complications. 

He had been in ill health for some 
time and came here in February, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Ross, to seek re- 
covery. 

Dr. Ross spent 37 years as a facul- 
ty member of Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute, and was at the same time 
active in civic and religious affairs 
of Auburn. In this activity was in- 
cluded a period of service on the city 
council. 

He started his career as assistant 
professor of chemistry at the school 
in 1884. Later he becanie professor 
of chemistry in Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, then dean of the College of 
Agricultural Science at Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute.

These rumors are not amusing, but 
I do not think they are injurious, 
because only those people lacking in 
common sense could occasion them or 
xive credence to them. They are un- 
fair to the responsible officials. They | 
are unfair to America and they are 
unfair to me. Yet there is no doubt 
as to their existence. 

INTERNAL TROUBLE. 

First it was declared that there was | 
internal trouble and that the designer 
of the Silver Bullet, Mr. Louis Coata- |

Since then my personal courage | 
has been assailed by rumor. Well, I | 
do not propose to discuss that.

“Myself and other friends of Mr. 
George investigated the tax record of 
Mr. Simmons, and secured from W. 8. 
Richardson, county tax collector, an 
affidavit that Mr. Simmons’ taxes had 
‘not been paid for the period begin- 
ning with 1924 and ehding with 
1929,” Mr. Johnson said. “Mr. George 
was advised of what we had found, 
and at first declined to have anything 
to do with it..

GENEVA, Switzerland, April 4.— 
(UN)—A charge that Ras Tafari twice 
sought to have Empress Zeoditu, of 
Abyssinia, poisoned was on file at 
the League of Nations secretariat to- 


ay. 

The accusation, made by Dr. Alex- 
andre Garabedian, former physician 
to the court of Abyssinia, attracted 
special interest because of the em- 
press’ sudden death yesterday which 
left her cousin, Tafari, as sole ruler 
of the Ethiopian kingdom, 

Dr. Garabedian appealed to the 
league for redress several days ago, 
claiming he had the victim of 
he re- 
fused Tafari’s request to poison not 
only the empress but his mother-in- 
law, Waizaro Sehin, the queen's niece. 

300-Page Doctément. : 

The physician, who is of Arme- 
nian nationality and a graduate of the 
medical department of the University 
of Lausanne, presented pages of 
alleged documentary evidence to sup- 
port his claims and sought 359,004 
talari (nominally about $180,000) 
damages from the Abyssinian govern- 
ment. 

The story, as revealed in the docu- 
ments, is one of the strangest ever 
presented to the league. 

After serving on the staff of the 
Lausanne hospital Dr, Garabedian ac- 
cepted a medical mission to the soviet 
Later 
he became medical] and surgical direc- 
tor of the French hospital at Her- 
acles. Finally, in November, 1922, 
he was summoned to Abyssinia to be- 


| eome court physician and surgeon at 


Menelek hospital. 

All went well until the first days 
of October, 1925, when he was invited 
to an intimate tea with Ras Tafari, 
who at that time was merely regent 
though ambitious to become king. 
The regent took the occasion, Dr. 
Garabedian said, to ask him to poison 


| the two members of the royal family. 


Is Common Custom. 

Poisoning, according to the physi- 
cian, is a common custom in Abys- 
sinia, but he refused the regent’s re- 
quest and later wrote him a long let- 
ter of protest. A copy of the let- 
ter is ‘among the documents he has 
submitted to the league. 

Ras Tafari, however, redoubled his 
courtesies and attentions to the court 
physician, and in 1927, according to 
the accusation, renewed his proposal. 

Following a second refusal and a 
second letter of protest, also offered 
in evidence, Dr. Garabedian sgaid he 
became the victim of Tafaria’s dis- 
pleasure. 

Police raids were made on his home 
and his medical dispensary. He was 
ordered expelled from Abyssinia, but 
the order was held in abeyance and 
he was exiled for six months to the 
desert 500 miles from Addis Abaha, 
the capital. At the end of the six 
months his health threatened to give 
way and he was hidden away in a 
hospital at Addis Ababa, he charged. 

Sought to ve. 

During his enforced seclusion there 
he sought in vain for permission to 
leave the country. Finally, as,a_Te- 
sult of appeals addressed to the Uni- 

of usanne, the international 
‘ross at Geneva and the League, 
the last-named organization took ac- 
tion. It supplied him, as an Arme- 
nian, with a passport such as it is- 
sued to all war refugees left without 
a home government. 

On the strength of this document, 
Dr. Garabedian said. he was finally 
permitted to Ieave Abyssinia on Au- 
gust 15. 1928, less than two months 
before Empress Zeoditu reluctantly 


crowned Ras Tafari as fellow ruler.

Garabedian demands payment of his 
salary as court physician and ade- 
quate compensation for the seizure of 
his home, medical office, equinment, 


library and other personal effects.

NEW YORK, April 4.-—Stocks

Around the end of the 
first hour the market ran into short- 
lived profit-taking, after which the 
bull stock market was resumed at a 
fast pace.

There is no question but that the 
big outside public is again back in 
the stock market, having overcome 
the resolutions made some months 
azo. However, professional traders 
and pool managers have their coats 
off working for higher prices, feel- 
ing that the lid is again off and has 
been off ever since money rates 
dropped. 

It was pointed out in this column 
en couple of weeks ago that profes- 
sional traders in the steck market 
and pool. managers accepted the low 
money rates as an invitation to buy 
stocks; that easy money had been 
brought about partly by the open 
market policy of the federal reserve; 
that there was no reason to worry 
over weekly increases in brokers’ 
loans as long as money remained 
cheap. 

It is realized in Wall Street that 
the federal reserve could make money 
firm if it so desired as the system 
now holds. $301,000,000 bills and 
$530.000,000 government = securities 
purchased in the open market, By 
selling these securities amounting to 
$831,000,000 on the open market the 
federal reserve could absorb just that 
much credit. However, the feeling 
in Wall Street is that the federal re- 
serve because of its increased holdings 
of bills and government securities 
shows plainly that it favors easy 
money.
